HIV Reaction 

I just read the article "Sex, Lies, and 
HIV." As a 28-year-old man who has been 
HIV-positive for two years, I constantly 
pick up on subtle negative connotations 
when people refer to the disease. For 
example, Jeff was quoted as saying, "I've 
always used a condom in my relationship 
with Russ, and I think thafs what saved 
my life." The "saved my life" part stopped 
me in my tracks. I know that no harm 
was meant in what he said, but there was 
blaring negativity about HIV in that state- 
ment. Using a condom saved him from 
potentially becoming infected with HIV, 
not from losing his life. Getting HIV is 
not like getting shot with a bullet; you 
don't immediately lose your life. When I 
got my positive result, my life did not end. 
So when I read what he wrote it made me 
think, Well, if I have HIV, does that mean 
I've lost my life? Ifs subtle comments like 
this that continually influence society to 
equate HIV with a death sentence, which 
can make a poz person feel a lot of shame. 
I'd like to think ifs not really like that. 

Similarly. I pursue the ads on Craigslist 
M4M on occasion hoping to score a date 
with another positive guy. I often see HIV- 
positive guys saying, "HIV-positive but 
healthy." Why does there have to be a 
"but"? HIV does not equal "sick." I am 



HIV-positive and healthy My life was not 
lost when I got this disease. On the con- 
trary, much insight has been gained. I 
don't feel sick; I don't feel like I'm dying. 
There are no "buts" in my equation. 

I wanted to send this letter to let peo- 
ple know that there's nothing wrong with 
being HIV-positive. The real issue is how 
the individual with HIV deals with it.

I read Duncan Osborne's piece "Sex, Lies, 
and HIV" and went away with many feel- 
ings about it. It is a sad and shocking 
story, but an example of an extreme case 
of how fear and denial can rule and ruin 
one's life. As a man living with HIV for 
almost 20 years, I have to say that with 
the many stigmas and judgments that 
still surround the virus and AIDS, it is 
understandable to me how one can resort 
to a "don't ask, don't tell" policy or even lie 
about their HIV status. I am not proud 
about it, but I've done it myself 

I have been rejected so many times 
simply because I am HIV-positive that the 
hurt it causes in me only feeds the shame 
and guilt 1 have and makes me feel even 
more damaged. In the gay male culture 
that I exf)erience, there are still many out- 
dated and uneducated notions around 
HIV, especially in the HIV-negative com- 
munity. "I am negative, UB2" or "I only 
play with other negative guys" are com- 
mon refrains I witness on Internet 
hookup sites. When I am denied sex or

great that I'd rather say nothing than risk 
having my hopes dashed again. 

Many of my other H IV-positive gay 
male friends simply gave up and only 
have sex with or date other positive guys. 
I don't want to serosort like tliat. 1 truly 
feel tliat I should have as much of a 
chance and a right to become intimate 
with an HIV-negative gay, bi, or trans guy 
as another positive one. I can't speak for 
HIV-negative gay men, but I would 
assume that they wouldn't like being 
rejected solely for their serostatus. It's sort 
of like telling someone, "I'm sorry, I can't 
get to know you because I drink tea and 
you don't." 

I am not condoning the act of lying 
about one's HIV status at all or making 
light of the real suffering and death that 
can still occur when one contracts HIV. 1 
just think that there could be a lot more 
sensitivity and compassion for those of us 
who live with this virus or disease every 
day, at least on the sex and dating scene. 
The safe way to have sex, in my mind, is 
to assume that my partner is HIV-]X)sitive 
and play accordingly. Do two guys who 
tell each other they're negative naturaUy 
think it's OK to bareback and not even 
think about condoms.^ Again, I can't 
speak for them, but if we played as 



though we were all positive, one's serosta- 
tus would be a moot point. 

It' s an extremely complicated issue, 
and it's not one that can be solved in one 
letter to the editor. I just had to share 
some of my feelings around this, as an 
HlV-pwsitive gay man with AIDS who 
strongly desires to be treated equally in 
my own community.

I am a nurse-practitioner in New York 
City. My specialty is anorectal human 
papillomavirus, which causes genital 
warts. I was delighted to see the article 
["Men Need Pap Smears Too!"] in the 
December issue. There isn't enough infor- 
mation out there to alert gay men to this 
most common sexually transmitted infec- 
tion. I have been a nurse since the early 
'80s. During that time I have been an 
activist for gay men's health issues. HPV 
information and education are sadly lack- 
ing in the health care and gay communi- 



ties. I continue to be amazed at the lack of 
knowledge gay men have about HPV and 
sexually transmitted infections in general. 
I find most gay men do not even know 
what HPV or genital warts are until they 
are diagnosed. 

1 theorize that safer-sex teaching has 
diminished gay men's knowledge base 
about STIs. They use rubbers for fucking 
primarily in the prevention of HIV. They 
assume that if they use rubbers, they 
don't need to worry about STIs. They 
don't realize they can get HPV even with 
condom use. They also don't know that 
they can get gonorrhea or chlamydia in 
the throat, since most of us do not use 
condoms for oral sex. 

Thank you for pointing out an impor- 
tant health issue to gay men. While HPV 
isn't deadly, the cancer it may cause can be 
prevented. The Pap smear can also alert 
men to intemal warts of which they may 
not be aware. More magazines and news 
sources need to cover the area of HPV 
since up to 90% of gay men carry it.

In addition to finding role models, 
Tyler threw himself into sports dur- 
ing his stay in Key West, joining a 
swim club and competing in 
triathlons. "It was hard for my room- 
mates to understand why I would 
wake up at 5 in the morning to go 
to swim practice," Tyler says.

The collection is ananged thematically 
rather than chronologically: "Putting the 
whole work together, a collection of these 
sonic poems, you do want to have an arc." 
Speaking with Amos is in some ways 
similar to listening to her music or watch- 
ing her videos. Every phrase is replete 
with metaphor, each word is carefully 
chosen as though it were crafted just for 
her — and for litiiited use. 

The daughter of a Metliodist minister, 
Amos chose to begin the collection witli 
the religious-themed "Past the Mission," 
in which the women of a Spanish village 
encounter the town's priest, and "Crucify," 
replete with baptismal imagery. The 
timing and context of the collection is 
deliberate: "You do want p)eople to sit 
down in 2006 when, lefs face it. the 
Christian right has been able to galvanize 
the voting populace to get good Christians 
like my parents to believe that they were 
going to vote in an administration that 
walks the way of the peaceful warrior, 
which 1 find..." Amos pauses, then adds 
vinth a chuckle, "I need an anti-inflamma- 



tory to take that one on board." 

Her videos often open up an idea 
through metaphoric imagery to explore 
different tliemes, like worship, womerfs 
relationships to one another, sexuality, 
eroticism, and patriarchy. "I felt [it imfxar- 
tant] to bring up some of these subjects that 
might have been talked about 15 years ago, 
then put to bed because we all thought we 
[now have] more acceptance, say, witli otlier 
people's religions, or with saine-sex relation- 
ships. And now, of course, we have less 
acceptance than we've had in a long time, 
even though there are stirrings of activism. 
Well, how do you be an activist? I think that 
one way is to get somebody to sit down in 
their living room or at their desk with their 
computer and walk them into the land of 
myth and syinbology. I really have a belief in 
that — ^>'ou can stir somebody awake if you 
can tap into that." 

Maybe queer audiences understand the 
parallels between a sexually liberated 
woman's stniggle with religion and the gay 
community's struggle witli societal notions 
of sexiulity That parallel draws many of us 



to her music. Amos, who played piano in 
gay bars in Washington, D.C., starting at age 
13, says about her gay appeal, "I doiYt pander 
to the camp side that other people do. I can 
sit here and giggle with you about it and 
think that [camp] is heavenly sometimes 
and really well done, but there is another 
side to the gay and lesbian community that 
is trying to juggle the projections that people 
are putting on you. And if you're going to do 
that, then you'd better be fiicking anned 
internally, because you cannot take on other 
people's judgments of who you are spiritual- 
ly or you'll have those balls in tlie air for your 
whole existence. Everybody is ready to judge 
you guys, man." 

Amos's musical activism shows no signs 
of waning. "Sometimes you whisper in die 
ear of a generation because then you are 
shaking tliem below their genes. There are 
different ways to get people to want to 
become involved in their own lives, and 
music has always been a way to achieve 
that. " Matthew Breen

IN A RARE IN-PERSON INTERVIEW, 
THE BEST-KNOWN BRITISH-BORN

David Hockney's art is known for its vibrant colors— 
and its iconic images of naked young men in swim- 
ming pools and sfiowers.

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You've never been shy about being gay, either per- 
sonally or in your art. Aside from subject matter, do 
you think being gay affected your art stylistically? 

I've I in not one who thinks tl ^^'- m ing 

you can label "gay art. " I rennember in the early '60s I 
was with a friend at an exhibition in London containing 
paintings of girls' legs. This friend stood looking at the 
art and said. "David, if there's one thing worse than 
homosexual art. it's heterosexual art." I know what he 
meant: There's only art. 

Do you think your art has contributed to a greater 
openness for gay images and gay culture in main- 
stream culture? 

it might have. I do know even early in my career I was 
painting males as sexy, erotic figures at a time when it 
was mostly females who were portrayed like that. But 
the influence that might have had is not a topic I think 
about too much. 

Has your work contributed to the greater accept- 
ance of gay people socially over the years? 

Possibly I've always said. "I'll defend myself. I'm not 
speaking for others, but I will speak for myself and 
defend my way of life as well." Possibly that had an effect. 

Could you say a bit more about painting your 
friends? 

What people viewing the show will see is that over the 
years my friends have stayed the same. New friends 
come in. and I've lost a lot of friends through death. But 
I haven't lost friends in other ways. Friends are just too 
valuable to lose in other ways, aren't they?

Don't be fooled by the title of William Scott's new 
CD, Who's Afraid of William Scott? A big teddy bear 
of a man with a voice so smooth you can skate 
across it. Scott doesn't intimidate easily, but he is 
hard to ignore. The Detroit singer-songwriter- 
producer's soulful songs about erasing racism and 
homophobia have such rich melodies and progres- 
sive vibes that it's virtually impossible not to get 
drawn into his musical social activism. Scott's versatile 
vocals echo Luther one minute ("Mr President," "All 
About Love") and. with a switch to rhythmic rap and 
funky falsettos. Prince the next ("Act Like"). As with 
most of the 12 other tracks— a tapestry of tunes Scott 
calls "FreeSoul"— "Act Like." a hip-pop ode to the Soul 
Train era of the '80s. is an instantly likable jam about 
a time when Jheri curls and learning how to "pop" 
and "lock" were our biggest concerns. Even more 
impressive is "Invisible Man." which experiments with 
unconventional melodies to create one of the most 
original, catchy pro-gay anthems to come along In 
quite some time. Though the between-tracks 
sociopolitical skits on his eclectic disc are commend- 
able, their impact pales in comparison to the one 
made by his songs.

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THE BOYS AND TIHE BEES

With their bodies flooded 
with hormones that ampli- 
fy every conflict Into an 
epic, teenagers tend to be 
drama queens.

LIPSHITZ SIX,

Escaping pogroms in Russia, 
the Lipshitz family loses its 
anomalous blond son in the 
crowds of Ellis Island; later, 
Esther, the mother, becomes 
convinced that Charles Lindbergh 
is the lost boy. In T Cooper's second novel, the 
author deftly weaves together factual clippings of 
Lindbergh's ascent to notoriety with the unfolding 
generations of Lipshitzes as they make their lives in 
Texas and New York. It becomes a story that would 
linger in one's mind even after putting the book 
down. Then it takes an abrupt turn into the present 
and switches to a first-person narrator, the last of the 
living Lipshitzes— one T Cooper This hits as a double 
shock, first in its flouting of literary convention 
(hurrah), then in how T Cooper the character savages 
everything that has been written to this point in a 
metafictional fit of self-loathing and familial ambiva- 
lence. The new voice seethes with resentment and 
irritation, and as with any show of bluster and 
bravado you have to sigh and wait for it to blow itself 
out. When it finally does, the result acutely and 
poignantly brings family history into the infinitely 
complicated present.

Erik Piepenburg explores the neglected gay sexual 
practice of frottage— and investigates why some 
straight nnen are doing it too. 



Remember those guys in junior 
high school who came up with dis- 
turbingly creative, phallus-happy 
epithets for gay men and what they do to 
each other with their body parts? While 
crude and insensitive, insults like "dick 
bumper" and "cock knocker" really should 
get awards for being creatively vulgar and 
for rhyming funny sounds economically. 
But there's another reason to treasure

Pony, or two women. (In one of the 
stranger scenes in the movie The Squid 
and the Whale, a boy and a bookcase 
get it on.) 

For gay men it can basically be 
defined as an erotic act of rubbing the 
penis against another surface — some- 
times, though not always, another 
penis. There is a variation, depicted on 
ancient Greek vases, that involves plac- 
ing the penis between the thighs of 
another man from the front or rear 
and thrusting between them (what sex- 
perts call "intercrural intercourse"). 
And if you think about it, masturbation 
is basically frottage for a party of one. 

Frottage can be engaged in while 
clothed ("dry humping") or complete- 
ly naked. During the early years of 
the AIDS crisis, many safer-sex advo- 
cates encouraged gay men to engage 
in frottage as a way to have safer con- 
domless sex. In the big picture, many 
people would likely say frottage is 
nothing more than a by-product of a 
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these idiots' crass lingo. Tliey were 
on to something. Because, in fact, 
there are some men out there — gay, 
bi, straight, or "straight-identified" 
(more on this later) — who are con- 
noisseurs of a specific, rococo-sound- 
ing frictional act that sounds like a 
European cheese: frottage. 

The word frottage (almost rhymes 
with "mirage") is derived from the 
French verb frotter, which means "to 
rub." That could mean rubbing 
together two lucky pennies or two 
lucky penises. Somewhere along the 
line the term took on a primarily sex- 
ual connotation, at least in English. 

Frottage is really a very simple sex 
act, perhaps the most primal of all. 
Many young people unknowingly dis- 
cover ft'ottage innocently while 
wresding with other boys, for example, 
or while lying stomach-down on a car- 
f>et watching TV. Frottage can happen 
between a man and his 1,000-thread- 
count sheets, a frat boy and a My Little 



heav>'-duty make-out session — a fun 
but incidental precursor to "real" sex. 

Which is not to say that the law 
treats it lightly. Frottage, when done 
in public, can be a criminal act, such 
as when a man engages in secret 
nonconsensual rubbing with a 
woman (or, less likely, another man) 
on a crowded subway car. According 
to the Web site AgeOfConsent.com, 
which monitors such laws around 
the world, in Iran frottage is "pun- 
ishable by death if the 'offender' is a 
non-Muslim." Most of the time, 
however, no one gets hurt, and the 
chances of catching a sexually trans- 
mitted disease are low. 

Strangely, frottage has almost 
achieved mythic status in an academ- 
ic context. It is known colloquially as 
"the Princeton rub" or "the Ivy 
League rub," or an "Oxford style" of 
sex, in reference to the activities of 
horny young men during the long, 
cold winters away at all-boys schools 
in the 19th century. There's a whole 
genre of contemporary erotic litera- 
ture about it — much of it onUne at 
CockToCockStories.com, 
DickDuelTales.com, and other 
sites — dedicated completely to dick- 
to-dick sex, or what some readers call 
"dickfight" or "double jack-off" sto- 
ries. With no-nonsense titles like 
"Str8 Man Frof and "Dickroot 
Desires," these tales appeal to read- 
ers who locate a potent eroticism in 
this most specific of acts. 

A go-to guy for all things frottage is 
BiU Weintraub, the founder of the 
Man2Man Alliance, "a coalition of gay, 
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do you cruise • Three distinctive all-gay cruises await you this summer in places you've either dreamed about or 
never thought you'd see on an all-gay cruise. True adventures in the comfort of friends made special with Atlantis' stellar entertainment, 
incredible activities, and unforgettable service. It's a whole new way to see the world, on two of the finest ships sailing the world today. 
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"A self-identified straight man getting 
head fronn another guy has plausible 
deniability," says sexpert Sinnon 
Sheppard. "After all, he closes his eyes 
and he nnight as well be getting blown 
by a wonnan. But frottage is unnnistak- 
ably nnale-nnale. Someone else's hard-on 
against your belly is tough to ignore." 



bi, and straight-identified men" who 
practice "phallus-to-phallus sex," or as 
he insists, "frot." " 'Frof is a word I 
coined," he says. "I don't use the word 
'frottage.' because ifs an ersatz French 
word which can indicate any sort of 
erotic rubbing. Frot, by contrast, is 
always phallus-to-phallus sex." 

For Weintraub and the men who 
frequent his Web site. Heroic 
Homosex (www.heroichomosex.com), 
frot is the grown-up brother to "the 
Princeton rub." Their word refers 
specifically to penis-on-penis action, 
done not out of boarding school des- 
peration but as a valid and fully real- 
ized sex act. "Frot is most often done 
in a front-to-front embrace, where 
guys can kiss while rubbing cocks. 
The focus is keeping the erect penis- 
es in contact, because thafs what sex 
is: genital-genital contact," Weintraub 
says. (Some of his opinions are, to 
put it politely, controversial and con- 
tentious. His advocacy of frot comes 



at the expense of anal sex. of which 
he is no fan. On his site he refers to 
gay men into anal sex as "analists" 
who are engaging in a "dirty, danger- 
ous, and degrading act.") 

And by definition, thafs gay sex. 
But — and here's where it gets 
tricky — some men who engage in 
frottage don't consider themselves 
gay. "Married man looking for anoth- 
er man to share real man-to-man 
relationship. I want to share my dick 
with your dick and bond," says a 
poster on Weintraub's Web site. 

Weintraub's partner, Patrick G. (he 
asked that his last name not be 
used), says he was in a relationship 
with a woman for many years but 
engaged in a yearlong frottage rela- 
tionship with a male friend, who was 
straight-identified. 

"It was very intense, extremely 
moving, almost to a spiritual level," 
Patrick says. "I didn't know that type 
of frottage fantasy was common 



among other [straight] males. I 
thought I was an odd exception." 
Today, Patrick identifies as bisexual. 

"If guys show up on our site and 
say 'I'm straight, but I just like to rub 
cocks with a buddy every now and 
then,' thafs fine, and they're free to 
say that the/re 'straight,' by which 
they usually mean that their emotion- 
al life is with women," Weintraub 
says. "However, what 1 won't let them 
do is pretend that rubbing cocks isn't 
homosexual behavior. It is." 

But if some of the men who engage 
in frottage don't consider themselves 
gay, do they consider what they're 
doing even sex? Simon Sheppard, a 
sex columnist and author of Sex 
Parties loi, says that while men are 
entitled to characterize their sexuality 
in any way they want, the idea that 
frottage is neither sex nor gay nor gay 
sex is "dubious." "A self-identified 
straight man getting head from 
another guy has plausible deniabili- 
ty," says Sheppard. "After all. he clos- 
es his eyes and he might as well be 
getting blown by a woman. But frot- 
tage is unmistakably male-male. 
Someone else's hard-on against your 
belly is tough to ignore." 

Personally 1 chafe at the messy 
identity politics a "straight" man 
brings to the frottage table. As with 
"vegetarians" who eat fish, there's a 
disconnect between word ("Dude, 
I'm straight") and deed ("Is that your 
penis on my penis.'") that just rubs 
me the wrong way. They can keep 
their fantasies and denial: Me, I pre- 
fer my friction nonfiction. «

Kanye'sQueer Problem 

So the hip-hop artist is still a little homophobic. 
Eric Gutierrez asks whether that's really so 
different from how we all were at one time. 



A few years back I spoke at my old 
high school in Los Angeles's San 
Fernando Valley about homophobia. 
While the lowriders in the back row 
stroked their fades and giggled at the 
gay guy, I made my confession: "I'm a 
gay Latino feminist. 1 am also racist, 
sexist, and homophobic." That got 
their attention. In fact, those loth 



graders got the point that many of our 
current self proclaimed sjxikeshomos 
fail to grasp, namely that we all must 
contend with our own inherited preju- 
dices about race, sexuality, and gender. 
Coming out does not mean we queers 
are free of the judgments and attitudes 
of our culture, our families, or our- 
selves. We're Americans, after all. 



Discrimination is in our cultural DNA. 

By now we all know that Kanye West 
"came out" late last year against homo- 
phobia in hiphop. He made head- 
lines — and many gay friends — but I 
actually found a more recent comment 
of his even more compelling: "I'm still 
trying to get over my own homophobia. 
I still wouldn't feel comfortable at a gay 
bar. I wouldrit go to a gay parade. I don't 
know if I'm in favor of gay marriage or 
not." This complicated his new hip-hop 
hero status with gays. Many people, 
including some of his recently acquired 
gay fans, thought his words were evi- 
dence of an unreformed homophobe or 
a media whore. Several blogs took 
Kanye to task for coming out against gay 
bashing without unequivocally endors- 
ing all things gay "Kanye is still a homo- 
phobe, and it doesn't make it OK simply 
because he's willing to talk about it. He 
won't attend a gay parade.' He won't go 
to a gay bar?... He's an asshole, and 
you're giving him License just because 
he's calling himself an asshole to the 
media." Or more to the point: "He 
needs to get his ass kicked by a group of 
drag queens." 

But angry, anonymous bloggers arerit 
the only ones calling for a queer loyalty 
oath from Kanye — or any of our sup- 
posed supporters, for that matter. At a 
recent party I attended, several young, 
successfrd, college-educated gay men 
were making sweeping condemnations 
of public figures who did not meet their 
hard-line standards for LGBT allies. 
Now, we all had second martinis in our 
hands, so I woiYt hold them to their 
rigid checklist of "acceptable behavior," 
but 1 will say that this is not the first 
time I've been in a primarily gay gather- 
ing that smacked of a purge. 

We really need to stop and think 
before sending in those ass-ldcking drag 
queens. We need to engage, not alien- 
ate, those potential allies who are still

coming to terms with LGBT issues and 
identity. As Martin Luther King Jr., 
Gandhi, and the Dalai Lama taught, 
treating people like enemies makes 
them so. The uncertainty Kanye admit- 
ted to is not that different from the 
ambivalence and confusion most of us 
experience over our own sexuality at 
some point. Most of us didn't instantly 
go from zero to 60 in understanding 
or accepting ourselves as gay. How can 
we expect others to get up to our speed 
in a flash.^ 

When did our ideals of tolerance and 
diversity take on the belligerent tone of 
a Crusade, as unshakable as anything 
touted by the most hard<ore fiinda- 
mentalist.^ Since when did we buy into 
a polarized society made up only of 
allies and enemies? Isn't that just play- 
ing by George W.'s rules? Our goal 
should be winning hearts and minds, 
not trading sound bites. Ifs time we 
stopped demanding public grandstand- 
ing from our allies and witch hunts 
against our enemies. 

When we came out to our families, 
coworkers, and friends it was the start 
of a conversation for most of us, not 



the end of the discussion. Even if the 
response was not what we hoped for or 
deserved, many of us kept the dialogue 
going because we cared enough about 
the people in our lives. Well, anyone 
serious about LGBT civil rights needs to 
care enough about the Kanyes of 
America, tliose people still working out 
their feelings about LGBT lives and love. 
We have no choice but to keep talking to 
them. We can either empathize with 
their fear and uncertainty in order to 
transcend it, or keep reacting against it 
and thereby let it define us. 

Kanye's stance against gay bashing is 
a big step forward, but in many ways 
it's just as important that he came out 
as ambivalent. Why? Because most 
straight Americans can identify. To dis- 
miss or ridicule heteros' ongoing strug- 
gles is both a political and a human 
failing. Like it or not, this is what trans- 
formation looks like. Tlie fact is, 
Kanye's open acknowledgement that 
prejudice is wrong but also hard to get 
past might state the obvious, but it 
gives others permission to speak their 
truth and to imagine new ways of see- 
ing and living in the world. Just 



because Kanye — and others — arenft 
ready to throw rice at our weddings 
today doesn't mean we shouldn't invite 
them to the ceremony, to the reception, 
to the anniversary bash, because if we 
do, eventually they will join us. 

I realize there's satisfaction in hissing 
the villains and cheering the heroes, but 
lefs not ignore the majority of 
Americans who believe discrimination 
is wrong but have a hard time letting go 
of it anyway. In fact, lefs applaud Kanye 
for being honest about not being "all 
the way there" yet, for struggling with 
LGBT issues and identity the way many 
of us have done already We have more 
to gain by truly listening to his ambiva- 
lence than from just shouting back at 
people who hate us. 

Some of the hardest work of civil 
rights advocacy isn't necessarily stand- 
ing our ground or even confronting 
our enemies. It lies in not losing 
patience or hope in what used to be 
called the Heartland, the folks still in 
process when it comes to our brave 
new gay world. Ifs time our civil rights 
movement rejects the Bush credo that if 
you're not with us, you're against us. 
The other side demands ideological 
purity; we can do better than that. By 
working with those who, in Kanye's 
words, are "still trying to overcome 
[their] own homophobia," we reaffirm 
that ultimately at heart, what we want is 
not new laws but transformed relation- 
ships. We need to make dear to Kanye 
West and the critical mass of America 
that they dorit have to understand us. 
We embrace them, just as we have faith 
they will embrace us — soon. •

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Ever since beginning a new men's 
brand for Christian Dior in 2000, 
Hedl Slimane has been one of the 
leading forces in the world of 
menswear Not content to make his 
mark in one world, he has produced 
several highly acclaimed photogra- 
phy books, curated a Robert 
Mapplethorpe exhibition at a Paris 
gallery, and produced a video about 
it with singer Marianne Faithfull. With 
Dior Homme Rodeo Drive scheduled 
to open in late spring, Outs fashion 
director. Gregory Wein, managed to 
catch up with him recently. 

What inspires your approach to 
menswear and designing? 

I've always tried to consider 
menswear as a free territory and 
never had in mind any particular psy- 
chological limit or boundaries of any 
kind that would influence or distort 
my thinking. I am more interested in 
working on a masculine idea, rather 
than on men's fashion. Either men or 
women wearing my clothes is part of 
the project. Sexuality or gender have 
never been issues. 
Your business and design work are 
growing rapidly. Where do you see 
yourself in the future? 
I have no idea, really. I consider any- 
thing, except my next project. It is like 
automatic writing, purely intuitive. My 
last project will organically take me to 
another one. There is no destination, 
really just a fun journey 
You've spent time both as a design- 
er and as a photographer— what 
different perspectives do you get 
from each?

It is quite the same for me, really. It is 
like using different languages to say 
the same thing. The whole point is to 
document and participate in my own 
time, like a memory in progress. 
You've long been known for your 
interest in rock and roll, and that's 
true for your spring-summer 2006 
collection. Is there one musician or 
group that influenced you when you 
designed this collection? 
I've been really Involved with the 
London scene for many years. For 
my last show I was commenting on a 
new direction in rock music, a muta- 
tion between ska, new wave, and 
mod. Arctic Monkeys, influenced by 
the Jam and the Libertines, and bands 
like the Rakes, who composed my 
soundtrack, are part of the movement. 
The last Babyshambles album that just 
came out is really strongly ska. 
Fashion obviously is a consequence of 
any kind of music evolution. 
Do you have a muse? 
Not really, but I have characters that I 
accidentally come across, and that 
becomes part of my life. 
Your tailoring and slimmer silhou- 
ettes are Impeccable, and your 
attention to detail is innate. How do 
you approach what you are trying to 
say or get across from designing? 
It is an intuitive project. I never 
force it. It comes in its own time, I 
suppose. It has to make sense or 
feel right to me. I start on an impres- 
sion or a type of energy, almost a 
rhythmic idea that will define move- 
ment, proportions, etc. It's not really 
narrative. 

Do you plan a line of men's skin care 
and daily maintenance items to go 
with the fragrances you already 
have on the market? 

I'm working on it right now. It is due 
to come in July "06. A really inter- 
esting project, which took three 
years to define. 

Which item of clothing best defines 
your personal sense of style? 
Accessory? 

I suppose it could be about some 
sort of hedonism. It could be trans- 
lated into anything from a tux jacket 
to a pair of jeans. There is not a par- 
ticular piece, although tailoring is cer- 
tainly my favorite thing to design.
